Winnipeg, June 8—The announce- 
ment was made by J. Bruce Walker, 
the commissioner of immigration, this 
morning that parties of both English 
and American editors would visit 
Western Canada this summer. Par- 
ties will be made up in England and 
in the United States to travel through 
the grain-growing provinces and many 
of the most influential journals of the 
English-speaking world will print de- 


To 
‘ 


seriptive articles, written by well 
known journalists, dealing with the 
resources and opportunities of this 


country, 

J. Obed Smith, agsistant superin- 
tendent of emigration in Great Brit- 
ain, well known in Winnipeg and all 
through the West, will organize the 
English party, and will personally ac- 
company the travellers to Canada. He 
will travel with them all through the 
west, supplying information and fur- 
nishing much material for articles. The 
English company will consist of the 
representatives of twelve of the leading 
papers of Great Britain. Each of the 
members of the party will be carefully 
selected, and they will be given the 
fullest opportunity of learning the 
truth about the stories told of the new 
provinces of Canada, 

United St4tes Party, 

The party from the United states 
will be a very much larger one. Two 
hundred journalists and their wives, 
all from the state of Ohio, will make 
the trip over the Canadian Pacific, 
the Canadian Northern and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific. These visitors 
will travel in a private train, and will 


spend two weeks in the country, 
Stops will be made at a large num- . 
ber of points and the travellers will 


be driven into the country to see the 
farm lands under cultivation, They 
will go west as far aS Banff, where a 
couple of days will be spent.

NO NEED YET FOR 
DETECTIVE FORCE 


The Mounted Police Do a Great 
Amount of That Work—Such is 
Opinion of Attorney General—lias 
Force in License Department, 


Calgary, June 8—‘The time has 
hot yet come for the establishment of 
a provincial detective force,” thinks 
Hion. C. R. Mitchell, attorney-general ¥ 
for the province, who considers that 
the Mounted Police are still accom- 
vlishing good work in Alberta, 

The province has a force of five or 
six plain clothesmen in connection 
with the liquor department of the 
government, and if necessity should 
arise ,these can be placed on special 
duty. 

At the present time Mr. Mitchell 
regards these as being quite suffic- 
jent tc cope with the work that comes 
under their scope. : 

The government, he says, has not 
yet considered the advisability of es- 
tablishing a general detective force, 
such as the provincial police of On- 
tario, in view of the fact that the 
Mounted Police attend to al] matters 
that would come under the judisdic- 
tion of such a body. 

Referring to the specific cases men- 
tioned, including the Lennox Murder 
case at Stettler, he commented that 
they appeared to be ones of extreme 
difficulty in any case, and might have
